Republican State Sena- 
tors, batting for a bill to res- 
tore_the death penalty in 
Ohio, went down swinging 
at fast-breaking curves 
tossed by cagey Demo- 
cratic pitchers last week in 
the Ohio Senate ball park. 

Although both teams had 
19 months of training for 
the big showdown, being in 
the majority, Democrats 
set the ground rules for the 
game, and of course, easily 
put the whammy on the 
minority Republicans. 

With Senator Oliver 
Ocasek, (Northfield), Pres- 
ident of the Senate, and

On at least three occa- 
sions, Republican minority 
leadérs attempted to force 
the bill from the Demo- 
crats’ grasp via discharge 
petition processes, but 
each time they failed. 

Republicans were ob- 
viously aware that they 
could not muster -the 
‘necessary votes to sustain 
ithe discharge petitions, but 
lfelt that the efforts would 
|provide them witheffective 
campaign ammufttionto 
shoot down Democrat 
senatorial candidates at 
the polis election day.

skies of Miami of late, blacks held 2% of 
the “professional” slots. In Texas, where 
the black communities of Houston, Dal- 
las and San Antonio, are bulging with 
unemployment, blacks held 3% of “pro-, 
fessional” jobs. 

And needless to say the percentage. of 
federal court judges that are black are 
far below these admittedly paltry fig- 
ures. Strikingly enough, when nominees 
are black. e.g. in the case of Alabama 
civil rights attorney Fred Gray, they are 
subjected to the crudest of pressure - 
spearheaded by Southern Democrat 
(once called “Dixiecrat") allies of Presi- 
dent Carter. Even now noted Virginia 
barrister James Sheffreld is being 
blocked from the bench by Senator 
Harry Byrd, with the White House sitting 
idly by for fear of alienating non- 
progressive Southern voting sentiment. 

{f there is to be a vote for the Presidert 
rather than an effective, well-placed pro- 
test vote, then there must of necessity be 
ironclad guarantees. Otherwise, exactly 
who is kidding whom? 

For the fact is that blacks will obtain 
gains -- as history clearly shows -- not 
because of the person sitting in the Oval 
Office but.because of the strength of our 
organizations and the length of our 
picket-lines. The latter factor is far more 
crucial than the former and no matter 
who reaches the White House, this awe- 
some reality must be confronted 
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Are We Mad Enough 
To Do Something 


Blacks in Ohio, like in the rest of the 
nation, are mad. People are mad over the 
high cost of living; inflation according to 
President Jimmy Carter and, a depres- 
sion according to candidate Ronald Rea- 
gan; unemployment and layoffs; school 
desegregation; high taxes; crime in our 
neighborhoods; and a hundred and:one 
other things that irritate and confound the 
people. Businesses are mad, manufac- 
turers are mad. It seems like everybody is 
mad. 

The big question then, is just how mad 
are we?. The black community has every 
right to be mad over the many wrongs that 
have been done to them. But just being 
mad is not enough. Unless our anger 
arouses us to action, being mad then is 
nothing but.a frustration. 

Kelly Miller, noted historian of Howard 
University once said: “There are certain 
God-given rights which man may be 
mean enough to deny but never mighty 
enough to take away.” 

So, while we are mad, we must always 
remember that we are mightier than those 
who provoke us. If anger propels us into 
remedial action, then it serves a good 
purpose. ? 

Fortunately, ina democracy the'people 
have the power to correct whatever

So some blacks and whites question the 
value of federal programs and even the wis- 
dom of looking to the federal government for 
answers to problems faced by the black poor 

Traditionally, black people have equated 
state's rights with state's wrongs, and have 
looked to Washington and to the federal 
courts for protection from local abuse. The 
failure of the private sector to generate 
enough jobs and to give blacks their fair share 
of the available jobs has led to emphasis on 
federal job programs, . 
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wrongs they think may have been done 
them. “ie 

So, those persons who are mad at the 
way their neighborhoods look or, is 


treated, can vote to change their coun-. 


cilman, or call for a meeting where grie- 
vances can be discussed. 

There are plenty of people mad at the 
laxity of law enforcement. The police 
department is under the supervision of 
the mayor. The mayor is elected by the 
people. The votes of the people speak 
louder at City Hall than anything else. 
Therefore, if enough people get mad 
enough to vote for a change at City Hall, 
something will be done. 

Those who are mad because they think 
they are being overtaxed, or that the 
government is not doing enough or, not 
being responsive, their remedy is with 
their Congressman. 

Most of the people who say they are 
mad, don’t even know who their Con- 
gressman is. Here is a group of elected 
officials who are overpaid, over pam- 


pered and, in all too many cases, uncon-, 


cerned. Yet, election after election, they 
are voted back into office by the very 
same people who say they are mad. Yet 


have their genesis and implementation in 
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you have to wait until tomorrow.” 

Another winner experienced a similar situa- 
tion when he sought to cash in his winning 
ticket. After being informgd at two different 
stations that the pay-off till was empty, the 
disappointed winner went to a third station, 
only to be told that the computers in Cleveland 
were experiencing difficulty and the ticket 
could not be honored until the problem was 
corrected. 

Unlike the young man who wondered if he 
was being given the old run-around by the 
agent, this winner maintained his cool but 
suggested that the Lottery Commission 
should install a backup system to prevent 
such exasperating experiences. As the agent 
was searching his mind for an answer, the 
machine popped.on, and the pay-off followed. 

But the question of the installation of a 
backup system went unanswered, it is still a 
legitimate one, one that the Lottery Commis- 
sion should give immediate consideration.

Can changing my family’s diet prevefit 
thém from getting cancer? 

ANSWER :

changes in the typical American diet 
would lower the frequency of cancer in 
this country. High, fat diets have been 


associated with cancer of the large 
bowel and breast, so many authorities 
believe we should lower the fat content 
of our diet from the present 40% of the 
average number of calories we consume 
each day to about 30% _. We should 
increase our dietary fiber By eating more 
whole grain bread, cereals, fruits and 
vegetables.

One walks the streets of 
business distric{s and 
observes many young 
blacks, dressed in hand- 
some business garb, as 
they leave tall buildings for 
lunch.
